Referring to our telephone conversation yesterday and 
the letter from Mr. Macrae of E. P. Dutton & Company of 
April 25 regarding their plan to publish "STALIN'S CORRE- 
SPONDENCE WITH CHURCHILL, ATTLEE, ROOSEVELT & TRUMAN, 
19Al-h5", our Historical Division tells me that the English 
translation of Stalin's correspondence is already available 
as a result of publication in Moscow. The Division states 
that many of the documents have been published by this 
Government, that is, the correspondence with Roosevelt and 
'■'.reran. Some documents have not been published because we 
have not yet put out the Potsdam papers . Our peopie see no 
problem regarding the publication of the volume in question, 
but of course we take no responsibility for the accuracy of 
the text which has not been verified by us.
